Webster'** income. 


The legal profession of the present day 


will be surprised to learn that Mr. Web- 
ster, the greatest American lawyer of 
his time, made but $15,000 a year by his 
practice. But the fees of counsel be- 
tween 1840 and 1850 were not what they 
have been since. 


In 1848 I accompanied a client to Mr. 


Webster's office in Boston and asked 
him to name a retaining fee in an im- 
portant patent case. He said he thought 
a couple of hundred dollars would do. 
When the case was tried his fee was only 
$1,000. On another occasion I paid him 
a retaining fee of $3,000 for the proprie- 
tors of the Goodyear india rubber pat- 
ent. 


His feo for arguing the great equity 


cause of Goodyear versus Day in the cir- 
cuit court of tho United States for the 
district of Now Jersey, by which he es- 
tablished the validity of the Goodyear 
patent, was $o,000. This was in the 
spring of 1833, and was the last case he 
ever argued. 


His professional income from 1818 to 


1838, during which period ho vras out of 
congress, averaged, I think, $20,000 a 
year.—Cor. New York Sun. 


Tho Monogram Must Go. 


A momentary fancy prevailing among 


fashionables shows an entire discarding 
of the long cherished monogram. No 
longer do artistically entwined initials 
decorate cardcases, portemonnaies, etc.

George Russell, one of the World's 


Fair Commissioners from Nevada, desires 
to have the State represented at the great 
exposition. 
A bill introduced in the Leg- 


islature last Winter, at the snggestion or 
Commissioners Haiota and Bussell, to ap- 
propriate $20,000 (or the purpose of mak- 
ing an exhibit was defeated by a f«w votes.

In view of this fact 
Mr. Raaaell suggests that the moneyed 
men of the State conlribnte to a food of 
twenty or thirty thousand to bo expended 
in representing the industries of Nevada at 
the Fair. 


As there are several millionaires who 


clnim to be citizens of Nevada, at least for 
political purposes, there ought to be no 
difficulty in raising the required amount. 
Senator Jones, J. W. Maokay, ex-Senator 
Fair and Franoia G. Newlacda will doubt- 
less contribute $5,000 each for so patriotic; 
n purpose, and others whose wealth cannot 
be estimated with less than six figures 
ought to subscribe ten or twenty thousand 
dollars more. 


An exhibit of the agricultural and min- 


ing products of Nevada, at an exposition 
which will be attended by millions of peo- 
ple, may attract attention to the resources 
of the State and result in directing capital 
in this direction. At any rate it is worth a 
trial, and aa our rich mun will not miss the 
money required from their congested bank 
accounts, the Commissioners should pre- 
sent the matter to them for consideration. 
If the millionaires fail to respond, let a 
popular subscription be opened in every 
town and county and see what the people 
will do. 
A twenty-seven-year-old State, 


which has produced many millionaires, 
cannot afford to be unrepresented at an 
exposition tojcelebrate the qnartenary an- 
niversary of the discovery of Americn.

The Gazette, in endeavoring to justify 


its double-dealing coarse on the Board of 
Assdssora Act, makes another small hole in 
which it seeks shelter.

of the railroads'.

under the provisions of Section four of this 


Act, 
between.the fourth Monday in Septem 


ber and the third Monday in October, ap 
ply to the Board to have the same corrected 
in any particular, and the Board may cor 
rect, and increase or lower the] assessmen 
uiade by it, so as to equalize the same with 
the assessment of other property in the 
State."

The Traffic Association,

SAN FRANCISCO, October 17.—A meeting, 


which was attended by four hundred rep- 
resentative merchants from San Franc'sco, 
Los Angeles, Fresno and other parts of the 
State, was held at the room* of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce here to-day. Chairman 
John B. Stetson, in bia address, stated that 
the object of the meeting was for the for- 
mation of a State Traffic Association look- 
ing to an increase of competitive modes of 
rail and steamship transportation from the 
Eastern States to the Pacific Coast, in or- 
der to enlarge the outlet for the products of 
the Pacific Coast. 
Chairman Stetson, in 


sis address, said: 


11 We do not meet here for the purpose 


of waging warfaro or encouraging antago- 
nisms between the shipping public and the 
railroads, or any transportation lines. We 
selieve the same theory would govern them 
as would govern ourselves, as business 
men in the redress of any grievance of our 
customers." 


Thomas J. Haynes was elected Secretary. 


Resolutions were adopted favoring an or- 
ganization of the different business inter- 
ests of San Francisco, with the co-opera- 
tion of prodacets and business men of the 
State under the title of the "Traffic Asso- 
ciation of the State of California," with 
the object of encouraging the building of 
competitive rail, canal and steamship lines 
and the regulation of traffic, to the end 
that the resources of San Francisco and the 
State might be developed nnd for such fur- 
ther purposes as the Executive Committee 
might decide. The Chairman was auto 
rized to select an Executive Committee of 
eighteen members, from whom the Presi- 
dent, Yice President and Treasurer of the 
new association should be elected, anil to 
give notice of their appointment through 
the press. 


Several speeches were made on the sub- 


ject of transportation facilitien, and a reso- 
lution was adopted looking to the appoint- 
ment of a permanent oomm'ltee of fifteen 
to represent the interests of California in 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal, 
and urging the United States Government 
to grant such conservative assistance as 
will secure the control of the canal and its 
construction at minimum cost. 


The committee was appointed, and nfter 


the transaction of some other business tb« 
meeting adjourned subject to the call of 
the Choir.

HONOR 


AMONG JAPANESE NOBILITY 


Men Who Deliberately Commit Suicide 


or Get Their Friend* to K i l l Them—A 
Sample Case—The Kotv Code of L:n\» 
Against It, but It Is Still rructlrcil 
It ia generally understood that hara 


kiri, or hara-wo-kiri, is the solemn prac- 
tice of suicide nuiong Japanese noble- 
men—a practice most deeply rooted in 
their ideas of honor and faithfulness 


The hara-kiri was first practiced on 


the battlefield. If the defeated did not 
svish to fall alive into the hands ut the 
enemy they thrust their swonlw into 
their months or their breasts 01 cut 
their own throats. 
Later the hani-lnii 


became an institution of honor 
Who 


ever knew his cause to be lost either ox 
ecuted himself with his sword or allowc 1 
his companions 
to do it for him 
It 


often happened that when a feudal In I 
had performed his self execution hi& \ i. 
sals followed his example to show t i n 
i 


loyalty beyond the grave. 


HIS MEMOUY UNST U.NED 


My mother, who was a Japanese 1,1 


rank, often related to me a case ol ii.ir.i 
kiri which took place not so man> ji-.ua 
ago in her own family. The nobleman, 
occupyingagovernment office, had killed 
his bitterest enemy and was sentenced to 
the hara-kiri. If ho had not belonged to 
the caste of warriors they would either 
have beheaded him or sentenced him to 
be nailed to the cross, which would have 
brought dishonor on his family, besides 
resulting in pecuniary disadvantages 
The hara-kiri, however, attached no dis- 
honor to him or his memory. The con- 
demned man was committed to tho sur- 
veillance of a nobleman in whose man- 
sion the solemn self execution was to 
take place. 
Day and hour were ap- 


pointed, and the witnesses elected by 
the government arrived. The condemned 
man had begged thre«»of his friends to 
render him the last service nnd they con- 
sented 


Subordinates called on tho prisoner to 


tell him of the arrival of tho witnesses 
They brought him robes ol hemp on a 
tiay 
[Ie donned them quickly and hnr 


ned to the reception loom ol the p.il.tco 
where the benteni'o of death was read to 
him 
The pusonur listened to it without 


mining a feature

to the room where the btll execution was

read} dark and a cand< 1 ibmtn, gunig a 
f.unt light, was placed in each coiner 
Behind two white scieeus a pail, a wash 
basin, a censor, a tray and a short sword 
lay hidden. 
Ac< ordmg to prevailing 


tules, the persons present stepped into 
thesemidark room and took their places 


Then the duties of the three assistants 


of the prisoner began. JTho first brought 
him the sword on a shoi t legged table, 
the hilt being wrapped in paper. The 
prisoner received the weapon with rever- 
ence, lifting it with both hands to his 
forehead to express his e&teem 
Then he 


laid it back on the table and bowed to 
all present. 
Do let his upper garments 


fall down to the belt, and stuffed them 
fiimly under his knees to prevent him 
from falling backward, which is looked 
on as a disgrace. 
Then, while with a 


firm hand he seized the sword, and with 
a quick movement cut up hia stonvich, 
the second assistant, who stood on his 
left side, with one fierce blow severed 
the head from the trunk. 
After render- 


ing his friend this terrible service he re- 
tired behind the screens, drew some 
white paper from Ins belt and wiped 
the weapon. The third assistant then 
grasped the head by the tuft of hair and 
presented it to the principal government 
witness to show that justice had been 
fully satisfied. This was followed by 
deep silence. All present retired quietly. 
On the floor lay the body of the noble- 
man. 
Four servants appeared and car- 


ried away the body and cleaned the 
room. 


The memory of the nobleman remained 


unstained. 
He had remained loyal to his 


rank in death. 


NOT FOR THE SI1OQUN, 


In 1869 a private secretary to the pi-ivy 


council proposed the abolition of the 
hara-kiri. Two-thirds of the deputies 
were against the proposition, and in the 
speeches held on that occasion they 
praised the institution as indispensable 
to preserve the honor of the aristocracy, 
and as a spur to morality and religion. 
The man who advanced the proposition 
was, as was expected, murdered not long 
utter ward. 


Of course all Japanese do not share 


the opinion of those deputies. In the 
last change of government when the 
shogun, completely defeated, had no 
other alternative than to flee to Yeddo, 
one of his conncilors advised him to 
have recourse to the hari-lnri as the 
last means of saving his honor and that 
of his family, 
The shogun ridiculed 


the advice and left the room in a rago. 
The faithful councilor retired to an- 
other part of the palace and disem- 
bowled himself in proof of his earnest- 
ness. The shogun is still living and en- 
joys a fat income. 


So much about the essential charac- 


teristics of the hari-kiii. The changes 
which this old national custom has un- 
dergone cause the paiticulars concern- 
ing it to be somewhat contradictory. By 
the introduction ol a new code of laws, 
tho hari kin has been abolished and only 
noblemen, who still believe in the tra- 
ditional code of honor of their ancestors, 
may select it as a mode of death. —C. 
Sadakichi Ilartmaun in New York Sun
